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a third opinion of the Stoickes, 
which is, that all things are ruled by

chaine all things are ſo ſurely tyed; 
that both God himlelfe and man arg 
ſtraighted within thoſe bounds. 

This was a very dainty opinion 
inthe iudgement ofthe Poets, who 
ko excuſe the weakneſle of their God 
Iupiter, fained that he wopt, fo2 that 
he was fo hindered by the foꝛce of 
Deltiny,that he could not ſet Sarpe - 

The fourth opinion is Platoes, 
who granted, that God by his pꝛoui⸗ 
dente ruleth all things in general, 
which afcerward God committed to 
pettp gods halfe- gods, and dinells, 
who haue the charge and cars of par⸗ 
ticylar things: From theſe foure o⸗ 
pinions ſpꝛing all other whatſoeuer, 
touching Gods Pꝛouidence: and 
there is no one opinion, which may 
not eaſily be reduced to one of theſe.
